AZALEAS 

City  of  Mobile  has  been  known  last  several  years  to  the 
world  as  “Azalea  City”.  Besides  those  already  planted  many 
years  ago  annual  plantings  in  public  places  and  private  resi¬ 
dences  are  totaled  many  times  of  a  thousand.  We  dare  to 
say  there  is  no  floral  display  equal  to  that  of  Mobile  in 
spring  when  Azaleas  in  full  bloom.  No  wonder  so  many 
visitors  pour  in  this  Gulf  City  from  every  direction,  March 
to  May,  simply  to  see  these  beautiful  views.  Azaleas  in  con¬ 
trary  to  general  belief  or  rather  guess,  are  by  no  means 
hard  to  grow,  providing  a  certain  requirement  fulfilled.  We 
are  in  strong  belief  that  Azalea  Indica  can  be  raised  with¬ 
out  any  trouble  in  all  Gulf  Coast  regions  and  the  Atlantic 
Coast  as  far  north  as  North  Carolina  and  hardy  Japanese 
Azaleas  still  further  to  the  state  of  New  Jersey.  We  earnest¬ 
ly  recommend  this  flowering  bush  to  fellow  nurserymen  as 
well  as  florists  in  said  territories  to  try  more  or  less  like 
we  did  years  ago.  A  few  cultural  suggestions  as  the  fol¬ 
lowing  : 

1.  Azaleas  thrive  in  soil  of  acidity.  Use  plenty  of  leaf 
mold  (oak  leaves  most  desirable),  pond  muck  or  peat  moss. 

2.  Lime  or  alkaline  soil  is  poisonous.  In  case  Azalea  to 
be  planted  in  such  a  soil  remove  original  soil  and  use  plenty 
of  leaf  mold  or  peat  moss  mixed  with  the  other  soil,  no 
alkali  contained  or  apply  Aluminum  Sulphate  at  the  rate  of 

4-inch  pot  full  to  a  wheelbarrow  of  soil. 
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3.  As  Azalea  root  system  is  very  shallow  it  dries  fast. 
Give  enough  water  to  keep  roots  moist  always. 

4.  Azalea  delights  in  a  moist  soil  but  it  will  not  tolerate 
a  water  saturated  soil  condition ;  so  Azalea  beds  should  be 
selected  where  all  surplus  water  will  run  off  quickly. 

5.  Azalea  thrive  best  at  partly  shady  place  (when  the 
bush  grows  larger  it  stands  in  full  sunlight)  but  many  good 
blossoms  cannot  be  expected  if  planted  under  entire  shade. 

6  Azalea  is  not  very  gross  feeder.  If  plenty  of  leaf 
mold  or  such  rotten  organic  matter  applied  on  it  does  not 
require  any  commercial  fertilizer.  On  contrary  very  often 
heavy  application  of  fertilizer  injures  the  root  system.  How¬ 
ever,  if  necessary  light  application  of  well  rotted  cow  ma¬ 
nure,  sheep  manure  or  cotton  seed  meal  is  beneficial. 

7.  Red  spider  and  Thrip  some  times  trouble  the  growers. 
Frequent  syringing  of  the  plant  with  plain  water  will  usually 
keep  it  down.  If  this  does  not  control  spray  or  dust  the 
plant  with  sulphur  mixture.

Its  glossy,  green  foliage 
of  year  around  together  with  most  attractive,  beautful  flower 
at  winter  when  no  other  flowers  found  in  the  garden  has 
been  increasing  admirers  of  this  plant  and  setting  done  by 
millions  every  year,  in  open  grounds  or  in  conservatories  and 
greenhouses  as  pot  plant.  It  will  regain,  without  any  doubt, 
its  popularity  stronger  than  a  half  a  century  ago,  even  as  a 
cut-flower. 


Brief  Cultural  Hints 

SOIL  PREFERRED — Camellia  grows  almost  any  soil,  but  well 
drained,  good  Garden  soil,  a  little  acid  reaction,  is  more 
suitable. 
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LOCATION  DESIROUS — Half  ^hady  location  is  preferred, 
especially  when  the  plants  are  young ;  free  blooming  cannot 
be  expected  in  a  place  entirely  shady. 

ROOT-SYSTEM,  TRANSPLANTING— Root-system  of  Camellia 
is  rather  coarse  and  not  quite  so  easily  transplanted  as  we 
can  with  Azaleas.  For  this  reason  we  recommend  strongly 
pot  plant  as  set-back  would  be  reduced  to  its  minimum. 
Moreover  pot  plant  can  be  removed  almost  any  time  of  year, 
while  the  plant  from  open  ground  has  to  be  moved  in  winter 
or  some  time  when  it  is  in  dormant  stage. 

FERTILIZATION  EFFECTIVE — Camellia  is  a  gross  feeder; 
it  responds  well  to  fertilization.  At  the  time  of  planting, 
if  the  soil  is  not  fertile  enough,  use  mixture  of  one-half 
of  garden  soil,  one-fourth  of  well  rotted  cow  manure  and 
one-fourth  of  peat  or  leaf  mold.  Every  winter  or  early 
spring  apply  well-rotten  cow  manure ;  bone  meal  or  cotton 
seed  meal,  or  similar  commercial  fertilizer  may  be  added 
if  necessary.  Mulching  with  half  rotten  leaves  or  peat  is 
also  beneficial. 

WATERING  PROPER — Camellia  loves  humid  atmosphere.  Do 
not  neglect  the  watering.  Frequent  syringing  on  the  leaves 
helps  a  great  deal,  especially  at  hot,  dry  summer  months. 

PRUNING  RIGHT — Proper  pruning  is  also  essential.  Prune 
with  care  such  as  water  shoots,  dead  or  injured  branches 
and  branches  growing  too  close  together.  General  prunning 
should  be  done  in  the  month  of  February,  otherwise  it  may 
have  effect  on  flower  buds. 

SPRAYING  ADVISABLE — Red  spider  and  various  scales  may 
attack  on  Camellias.  We  have  been  using  “Volck,  Jr.,,  at 
ratio  of  1  to  40  in  summer  and  1  to  25  in  winter,  mixing 
teaspoon  full  of  Black  Leaf  40  to  every  gallon  of  solution. 
Couple  times  of  thorough  sprays  in  a  year  controls  those 
pests  satisfactorily.  Strong  Sun  has  to  be  avoided  immediate¬ 
ly  after  the  spray  as  it  may  cause  the  leaves  to  burn. 


Another  Advice  'for  Potted  Camellias 

Pots  of  “Standard”  size  generally  used  for  Camellias. 
Two-fourth  of  good  garden  soil,  one  fourth  of  well  rotten 
cow  manure  and  one-fourth  of  leaf  mold  or  peat  moss  may 
be  mixed  for  soil  of  pot  plant. 

A  couple  handfulls  of  bone  meal  or  cotton  seed  meal  added 
to  each  wheelbarrow  of  soil  is  found  beneficial.  For  potting 
usual  method  is  adapted.  Should  the  plant  be  pot  grown 
never  to  forget  work  done  “Shoulders”  at  the  top,  removing 
all  the  earth  that  can  be  taken  away  conveniently.  Water 
thoroughly  after  potted  and  confine  them  in  a  cool  place  for 
a  week  or  ten  days,  giving  them  air  and  light  gradually. 
Watering  is  not  necessary  to  be  done  too  often,  but  water 
them  thoroughly  that  moisture  will  be  sure  to  reach  the  bot¬ 
tom  of  the  pot.  Frequent  syringing  is  essential.  When  wea¬ 
ther  is  dry,  syringe  once  every  day ;  twice  at  hot  summer 
months.  If  the  plant  shows  innutrious  condition  you  may  take 
it  out  from  the  pot  and  carefully  study  its  cause.  It  may  be 
result  of  poor  drainage  which  makes  the  root  rot,  or  perhaps 
effect  of  underfed.  In  case  later  apply  liquid  manure  from 
time  to  time — it  will  regain  shortly  healthy  condition.  Potted 
Camellias  generally  taken  into  greenhouse,  although  not  neces- 
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sary  to  do  so,  where  best  results  can  be  obtained  by  keeping 
it  rather  cool  in  temperature  of  45  to  50  degrees  at  night 
and  50  to  55  during  day.  When  flower-buds  begin  to  swell 
the  temperature  may  be  increased  5  to  10  degrees  higher. 
Excessive  high  temperature  and  wide  variation  should  be 
avoided. 

Careful  attention  is  also  invited  for  ventilation ;  otherwise 
flower  buds  may  drop.  In  spring,  when  danger  of  frost  is 
over,  remove  it  to  out  doors  somewhere  partly  shady  spot. 
Plunge  the  pot  in  the  ground,  giving  sufficient  room  for 
each  plant.  Painful  care  of  summer  months  will  present  you 
a  healthy,  vigorous  plant  with  plenty  of  flowers  next  fall. 

We  have  this  season  Camellia  stock  very  much  finer  than 
heretofore,  as  it  had  extra  vigorous  growth  during  the  summer. 
Supply  of  some  varieties,  however,  is  limited,  for  numerous 
large  orders  have  already  been  booked  before  issuance  of  this 
catalogue.  We  suggest  that  you,  therefore,  book  your  orders 
at  the  earliest  possible  date;  otherwise  we  may  not  be  able 
to  meet  your  valued  demand  in  exact  varieties  in  exact  grades 
as  you  desire. 

Plants  offered  here  are  all  pot-grown  with  exception  of 
large  specimens.  It  is  our  strong  belief  that  pot  grown  Japon- 
icas  are  far  superior  to  the  plants  from  the  ground  and  poorly 
balled  and  burlapped.  Plants  from  pot  can  also  be  safely 
removed  any  time  of  year.  Our  Camellia  stock  this  year  are 
listed  in  three  Groups,  prices  of  each  group  being  different. 
Rareness  of  varieties,  scarcity  of  the  kind  are  of  course  the 
main  reason  of  higher  prices.  Some  varieties  listed  in  moder¬ 
ate  rates  may  have  better  quality  in  every  respect,  but  if  the 
supply  is  abundant  prices  are  in  consequence. 


Group  One 

ABBY  WILDER — Pink,  very  double,  peony-form.  Generally 
pink  in  color,  but  sometimes  marked  with  white.
